An exhibition of paintings and architectural models by FANGOR will open 
at the Galerie Chalette on Saturday, March 4, 1967 and remain on view 
through April. 


No catalogue was prepared for this exhibition, since the vaporous 


character of FANGOR'S painting does not lend itself to photographic 
reproduction. 


FANGOR creates his form- and color systems through the use of 
symmetrical shapes. He paints with brush and oil. Due to their soft, 
blurred colors and contours, which are thrown out of focus, his images 
appear to extend into space and to move simultaneously in two 
directions: they oscillate between the center and the periphery of the 
canvas and, at the same time, between the center (into the space) 
towards the spectator. There are no transitional hard lines or 

edges. There are only color zones. 


FANGOR was born in 1922 in Warsaw, Poland. He graduated from the 
Warsaw Academy of Arts in 1946, had his first one-man show in 1948 and 
was Assistant Professor of Art at the Academy from 1953 to 1961. 


During the years 1958-59 he collaborated with two architect friends, 
Soltan and Zamecznik on architectural designs, and with them, was 
co-winner of the first prize in several architectural competitions. 


While hanging a show of his paintings in Warsaw in 1958, FANGOR 
discovered accidentally that by changing the arrangement of the 
paintings he had altered their effect on the empty space between and 
around these paintings as well. 


This discovery led to many experiments in environmental situations. 
In 1959, at the invitation of W. Sandberg, FANGOR "designed" a whole 
room of his paintings at the Stedelijk Museum, Amsterdam. One year 
later he experimented with free standing structures in open air, by 
handling his color-systems in such a manner that they appeared to be 
extending into the open space. Such sculptural modules were shown in 
later years at the Leverkusen Museum and the America House in Berlin. 


In 1960 FANGOR had his first American exhibition at the Washington 
Gres Gallery. The following year he participated in the exhibition 
"15 Polish Painters" at the Museum of Modern Art, New York. In 1962 
he came to America where, at the invitation of the Institute of 
Contemporary Art, Washington, he visited American Universities and Art 
Schools for several months, and had an exhibition at the ICA, 


The years 1962-65 brought FANGOR international recognition. He lived 
end exhibited in Paris during 1962-64, showed at tne "Leverkusen 
Museum" and Wurtembergischer Kunstverein" in Germany, participated in 
the "Guggenheim International Award Exhibition," was invited to the 
USA to participate in the "International Artists' Seminar" at Farleigh 
Dickinson in Madison, N.J., was included in the "Responsive Eye" 
exhibition at the Museum of Modern Art, New York and received a 

Ford Foundation Grant to live and work for one full year in Berlin. 


After his 1965 exhibition at the America House in Berlin under the 
auspices of the Ford Foundation and a one-man exhibition at Galerie 
Springer in Berlin FANGOR went to England. He taught there at the
